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1945— HUNGARIAN  INFLATION  CURRENCY — 1946 


The  inflation  period  in  Hungary  reached  a  fantastic  peak  in  June,  194  6, 
when  the  government  issued  a  one  hundred  quintillion  pengo  bank  note. 
This  is,  without  doubt,  the  highest  denomination  in  the  history  of  paper 
currency  and  the  figure  is  astronomical  when  written  out — imagine  the 
impracticability  of  writing  100,000,000,000,000,000,000. 

It  is  obvious  that  some  method  of  simplification  was  necessary  in  such 
a  fantastic  situation  which  led  to  the  creation  of  two  new  monetary  terms; 
the  “MILPENGO”  for  one  million  pengoes,  and  the  “BILPENGO”  or  “B.- 
PENGO”  for  one  trillion  Pengoes  (the  Hungarian  billion  is  one  million 
million  whereas  we  consider  a  billion  to  be  one  thousand  million). 

The  Pengo  went  out  of  existence  in  August  of  194  6  and  ceased  to  be  legal 
tender  .  The  Forint  is  now  the  Hungarian  monetary  unit  and  is  based  on 
the  country’s  gold  reserve.
